- Herbert

Hoover reiterates his determination
not to undertake any propaganda or

Him Atitude Unaltered.
T1he Hoover letter reads in part:
"1 feel that I cannot alter the at-

titude that I have consistently main-
tained in these matters.

"I am an independent progressive
partieae during my war service. I
think thak at this tinme the esmes
before the country trasee partis-
anobh It-kfwe kmowutab I
a -pgraml19e fepdwlen = e
war, and. I think rightly, a non-

pa'rtisan during by war service. I
still object as much to the reaction-
ary group in the Republican party
as I do to the radical group in the
Democratic party-

"I am not seeking public omce.
and. consulting my own personal
inclinations. I do not want public
office. I cannot prevent any citizen
or group of citisens from agitating
that I should take public office, but
I cannot conscientiously participate
In any' organization to that end.

"I thoroughly believe that 1. like
any other citizen, should always be
ready for service when really called
upon, but to go out and try to per-
suade the public to call me is op-
posed to my every instinct.

Citisekthlp His Ambitien.
"I hope to have the affection of

my countrymen, but my ambitive
is to remain a common citizen, readf
to engage in teamplay with an or-
ganization and leadership that has
for its objective the consummation
and maintenance of great issues in
the forms that I believe are to tA
best public interest and benefit.

"1, of course, believe in party
organization, but it must be for
the promotion of issues, not of men.
I am not a straddler on any issue.
I spend most of my time agitating
for the issues I believe in. It oa
the privilege of all of us to hold
our own views and it. is our duty
to express them when called upon
to do so. But no man can be so
arrogant as to assume that he may
dictate the issues to the Americag
people or to the great parties they
support."

He smashed precedents by going
to the Capitol to present his mes-
sage to Cngress. He smashed
precedents by asking the country to
vote the Democratic ticket In sup-
port of his peace program. He
smashed precedents by leaving
American territory far six months
to attend the Peace Conference. He
is not believed to be any more
idolatrous a worshipper of the anti-
third-term fetish than of the other
precedents he broke with.

Finally, and chiefly, his support-
era explain, he would desert that
precedent on higher and more Jus-
tillable grounds than on any of the
other occasions. He Would assail
it in the name of American idealism,
political consistency and personal-
rights liberalism.
Students of fast-moving national

events lay stress on the "personal-
rights liberalism" which. they say.
would be the third paramount plank
in the Wilsonian third-term plat-
form. It refers, of course, to prohi-
bition and may be the key to the
situation now thought to be develop-
ing. The President's position on the
liquor question has been thoroughly
consistent. He has etways revealed
wet leanings. He asked Congress in
vain to repeal war-time prohibition.
He vetoed the Volstead enforcement
act. He is an adherent. on prin-
ciple. of the ancient Democratic
doctrine of State rights, though he
favored Federal enactment of wom-
en's suffrage.

On Semi-Wet Piattesm.
If Mr. Wilson consented to run oni

a semi-wet platform, his readiness
to moisten the prohibition law to the
extent of beer and light wines would
be sheer political strategy. It would
frankly be a vote-catching recourse.
His heart would be in the fray

primarily for the sake of the in-
ternational ideals to which, as hi.
letter to henator Hitchcock shows,
he believes America is Irrevocably
committed.
